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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the Non-Compliant Amendment filed 1 1/1 8/2007. 

Claims 16-26, 30-35, and 63 are presented for examination. Claims 16, 23, 30, 35, 
and 63 are independent claims. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
II. Claims 16-21, drawn to encryption file, classified in class 713, subclass 

189; 

II. Claims 22-26, drawn to determination a match, classified in class 707, 
subclass 6; 

III. Claims 30-34, drawn to identification of email address, classified in class 
709, subclass 206; 

IV. Claim 35, drawn to version management, classified in class 715, subclass 
229; and 

V. Claim 63, drawn to reconstruction of a document, classified in class 715, 
subclass 255. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from each other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II, III, IV, and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP 
§ 808.01). In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as generating a 
response file having the encrypted data; invention II has separate utility such as 
determination whether a match comprises an exact match or a partial match for a 
segment in the edited replica; invention III has separate utility such as the 
contributing author l s e-mail address is added to a different file; invention IV has 
separate utility such as using a word processing module to track changes between 
document versions; and invention V has separate utility such as getting a series of 
copy packets and difference packets. The copy and difference packets are part of the 
difference file and will be used by the manager application to reconstruct the edited 
replica from the unedited replica. A copy packet indicates that a copy of a portion of 
the unedited replica should be inserted at the current position in the edited replica, 
that is being reconstructed. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
